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these  programs  and  who  receives  their  benefits.    Data  are  presented  and 
analyzed  by  State  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  impact  of  the  programs 
according  to  the  income  level  of  the  States. 


It  is  hoped  that  the  financial  successes  and  failures  highliahted 
in  this  report  will  be  noted  by  planners  and  policymakers  and  taken 
into  account  as  they  formulate  future  proposals.

INTRODUCTION 


In  fiscal  year  1969,  governments  at  all  level s —Federal ,  State,  and 
local— spent  a  combined  total  of  $18.3  billion  for  personal  health  care. 
These  outlays  came  from  taxes,  payroll  contributions,  and  employer  pay- 
ments.   Hov/  were  the  cost  incidence  and  benefit  incidence  of  these  govern- 
ment-financed medical  care  programs  distributed  among  the  States?  Resi- 
dents of  which  States  bore  the  heaviest  tax  (cost)  burden  and  residents  of 
which  States  benefited  the  most?    Has  there  been  a  change  in  who  pays  and 
who  receives  since  Medicare  and  Medicaid  began  pouring  billions  of  dollars 
into  the  health  care  system  in  fiscal  year  1967? 

For  many  programs,  it  is  not  just  a  question  of  whether  those  intend- 
ed to  benefit  are  actually  benefiting,  but  also  whether  those  expected  to 
bear  the  cost  burden  are  actually  doing  so.    For  example,  Medicare — a 
health  insurance  program  for  the  aged —was  designed  to  reduce  the  burden 
of  the  aged's  high  bills  by  spreading  the  cost  among  the  younger  popula- 
tion.   Has  this  been  achieved?   Medicaid  was  designed  to  provide  medical 
care  to  the  poor  and  medically  needy.    Do  the  residents  of  high-income 
States,  as  might  be  expected,  bear  a  relatively  larger  burden  of  this 
program's  cost  than  residents  of  low-income  States? 

To  answer  these  and  other  related  questions,  this  report  examines 
each  public  program  by  comparing  the  cost  and  benefit  incidence  by  State. 
This  procedure  is  similar  to  that  used  in  the  study  by  Bruce  C.  Stuart 
and  Lee  A.  Bair,  Health  Care  and  Income,  the  Distributional  Impacts  of 
Medicaid  and  Medicare  Nationally  and  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  1/

ices, April  1971. 
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The  Stuart  and  Bair  report  focused  on  just  Medicare  and  Medicaid,  whereas 
this  report  deals  with  all  government  health  programs.    The  two  reports 
also  differ  in  some  of  the  tax-incidence  assumptions  employed.  The 
assumptions  and  estimating  procedures  used  here  and  detailed  tables  for 
each  program  and  source  of  funds  are  contained  in  the  appendix. 

Government  health  spending  is  referred  to  here  as  benefit  incidence.  2/ 
It  amounted  to  $18.3  billion  in  1969,  an  average  of  $91  per  person  in  the 
United  States.    By  State,  per  capita  public  spending  ranged  from  $44  in 
Mississippi  to  $148  in  New  York. 

Costs  are  defined  here  as  the  taxes  collected  to  finance  the  programs. 
The  cost  incidence  reflects  where  the  financial  burden  of  each  program 
ultimately  rests.    In  order  to  calculate  the  cost  incidence,  i.e.,  who  pays, 
first  the  source  of  funds  for  each  program  is  determined.  Government 
health  programs  are  financed  in  a  variety  of  ways.    For  example,  Medicare 
is  funded  through  a  combination  of  general  revenues,  payroll  contributions, 
and  enrollee  premium  payments.    State  workmen's  compensation  programs  are 
financed  through  employer  purchase  of  insurance.    After  determining  the 
various  sources  of  funds  for  each  program,  they  are  distributed  by  State. 
For  some  of  the  taxes,  such  as  the  individual  income  tax,  the  incidence, 
or  burden  of  payment,  rests  primarily  on  the  persons  who  pay  the  tax. 
For  many  taxes,  however,  the  burden  is  shifted  from  those  paying  the  tax 
to  others  in  the  form  of  higher  prices  of  goods  (forward  shifting),  lower

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wages  (backward  shifting),  etc.    The  source  of  funds  and  tax-incidence 
assumptions  used  for  each  public  program  are  described  at  the  end  of  the 
report. 

For  each  State  and  for  each  program,  Federal  and  State-local  funds 
are  shown  separately.    It  is  important  to  distinguish   between  the  two 
sources,  mainly  because  of  the  different  distribution  of  costs.    In  the 
case  of  general  revenues,  the  Federal  portion  reflects  a  different  cost- 
incidence  pattern  than  the  State  and  local  share.   Although  each  represents 
the  sum  total  of  many  different  taxes,  the  Federal  general  fund  relies 
most  heavily  on  the  individual  and  corporate  income  taxes  while  the  State 
and  local  general  fund  is  most  dependent  on  sales  and  property  taxes.  The 
structure  of  the  graduated  income  tax  is  designed  to  place  the  heaviest 
burden  on  those  persons  most  able  to  bear  it;  i.e.,  the  tax  rate  increases 
with  income.    In  contrast,  sales  and  property  taxes,  although  they  do 
have  some  relationship  to  income,  are  not  progressively  structured.   As  a 
result,  low-income  persons  often  pay  a  higher  proportion  of  their  income 
in  State  and  local  taxes  than  persons  with  high  incomes.    Federal  cost 
incidence,  therefore,  is  more  positively  related  to  income  than  State 
and  local  cost  incidence. 

Although  aggregate  data  are  shown  (tables  1-6),  the  benefit-cost  com- 
parison for  all  programs  combined  is  not  particularly  meaningful.  The 
aggregate  figures  are  a  composite  of  11  different  programs,  each  of  which 
has  a  different  purpose  and  serves  a  different  population  group.  Some, 
such  as  Medicaid,  are  clearly  income  related;  others,  such  as  Medicare  or 
Department  of  Defense  programs,  are  not.    The  only  valid  method  of 
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examininq  the  programs  is  to  look  at  each  one  separately,  by  source  of 
funds,  in  liqht  of  the  program's  intent.    The  benefit  allocation  for 
each  program  and  the  resulting  benefit -cost  ratios  are  dependent  upon 
the  nature  of  the  particular  program. 

As  noted  earlier,  cost  and  benefit  comparisons  by  State  for  each 
program  are  presented  in  the  appendix  tables.    The  following  discussion 
is  based  on  the  data  those  tables  provide.    Although  data  are  shown  in 
the  appendix  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  analysis  generally 
disregards  this  jurisdiction  because  of  its  uniaue  circumstances.  The 
District  is  not  a  self-governing  State  and  much  of  its  territory  is 
federally  owned;  so  it  receives  a  disDroportionately  high  Federal  payment. 

In  addition,  a  large  prooortion  of  persons  working  and/or  receiving 
medical  care  in  the  District  of  Columbia  actually  live  in  neighboring 
Maryland  or  Virginia.    Since  the  cost  incidence  is  calculated  according 
to  State  of  residence  and  the  benefit  pavments  generally  reflect  where 
the  service  is  received,  benefit-cost  ratios  for  the  District  will 
usually  be  overstated.    For  both  of  these  reasons,  the  District  is 
considered  to  be  atypical  and  will  not  be  discussed. 
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FINDINGS 


Health  Insurance  for  the  Aged  (Medicare)  (table  7) 

Medicare  is  a  government -operated  health  insurance  program  for  the 
aged.    It  began  on  July  1  ,  1966,  and  by  fiscal  year  1969  its  benefit  pay- 
ments had  reached  $6.3  billion,  one-third  of  all  public  funds  for  medical 
care. 

Medicare  serves  a  large  number  of  poor  and  sick  persons.   The  health 
bills  of  the  aged  average  3-1/2  times  those  for  the  younger  population,  3/ 
yet    this  age  group  is  in  the  worst  financial  condition  to  pay  such  bills. 
Over  half  the  aged  population  is  poor  or  near-poor.    In  fact,  in  1967 
only  one-fourth  of  aged  units  had  taxable  incomes.  4/ 

Medicare  does  not  pay  all  of  the  aged's  health  bills.    In  fiscal  year 
1969,  about  45  percent  of  health  care  outlays  for  the  aged  were  supplied 
by  Medicare.  5/    But  for  persons  experiencing  very  costly  illnesses,  for 
those  with  unusually  high  bills,  Medicare  pays  a  substantial  share.  6/ 

The  Medicare  program  is  financed  from  three  different  sources.  One 
source  comes  from  the  aged  through  enrol  lee  premium  payments,  but  this 
portion  only  amounts  to  12  percent  of  Medicare  revenues.    Another  26  per- 
cent comes  from  Federal  general  revenues  which  match  enrol  lee  premium  pay- 
ments and  finance  hospital  insurance  for  eligible  persons  not  insured  under

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social  security.    The  largest  portion  of  Medicare  funds,  62  percent, 
comes  from  a  payroll  tax  on  employers  and  employees,  1J  thus  fulfilling 
the  program's  intention  that  the  major  financial  burden  should  fall  on 
younger  employed  persons.   This  report  assumes  that  the  employee  bears 
the  entire  burden  of  this  tax  (see  appendix),  but  it  is  not  the  same 
for  all  workers.    The  payroll  tax  is  structured  so  that  all  workers  pay 
the  same  proportion  of  their  taxable  wage  or  salary  income  regardless  of 
family  size,  outside  earnings,  or  outside  losses.    But  only  a  limited 
amount  of  earnings—  $7 ,800  in  1969— is  subject  to  the  tax;  and,  as  a 
consequence,  workers  earning  amounts  below  the  ceiling  feel  the  burden 
much  more  than  those  earning  higher  amounts. 

With  such  a  large  share  of  Medicare  costs  falling  on  the  working 
population,  it  is  not  surprising  that  nearly  half  the  1969  cost  of  Medi- 
care was  borne  by  residents  of  six  industrial  States— New  York,  Califor- 
nia, Pennsylvania  ,  Illinois,  Ohio,  and  Michigan.    The  per  capita  cost  in- 
cidence in  each  of  these  six  States  was  higher  than  the  national  average 
of  $31.    The  highest  was  in  New  York  where  each  person  paid  an  average  of 
$40  toward  the  Medicare  program.  8/    Conversely,  the  States  with  low  per 
capita  cost  incidences  were  generally  the  low-income  States.  Residents 
of  the  five  States  with  the  lov/est  per  capita  cost  incidences  were  in  the 
bottom  fifth  of  the  income  scale  (table  A).

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The  major  determinant  of  Medicare  benefit  spending  in  a  State  is 
the  proportion  of  aged  persons  living  there.    Other  factors,  such  as 
prices  and  availability  of  facilities  and  personnel,  also  affect  Medicare 
spending,  but  age  is  by  far  the  most  important  factor. 

Since  the  percent  of  aged  in  a  State  largely  determines  Medicare 
spending  there  and  the  aged  themselves  contribute  only  a  small  share  of 
the  program  cost,  the  highest  ratios  of  benefits  to  costs  are  in  States 
with  large  aged  populations.  9/    The  highest  ratio— nearly  2:1  was  in 
Florida  where  over  13  percent  of  the  population  in  1969  was  aged.  10/ 

As  shown  below,  in  20  out  of  the  23  States  with  an  average  (9.6  per- 
cent) or  larger  than  average  proportion  of  aged  persons,  Medicare  benefits 
exceeded  costs.    Conversely,  in  23  out  of  the  27  States  with  relatively 
small  aged  populations,  residents  contributed  more  toward  the  program 
than  they  received.

9/  Regression  analysis  revealed  that  about  60  percent  of  the  differ- 
ence among  the  States  in  benefit-cost  ratios  was  due  to  the  proportion  of 
the  population  that  is  aged.

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Temporary  Disability  Insurance  (tables  8-9) 


Medical  benefits  under  this  program  ($58  million  in  1969)  are 
provided  in  only  two  States,  California  and  Mew  York.    The  insurance 
is  purchased  by  employers  and  considered  to  be  in  lieu  of  wages.  Thus, 
workers  finance  the  program,  and  costs  and  benefits  are  the  same. 

Workmen's  Compensation  (tables  10-15) 

Medical  benefits  under  workmen's  compensation  programs  ($875  million 
in  1969)  are  intended  to  finance  medical  care  for  a  worker  if  he  is  in- 
jured on  the  job.    The  Federal  Government's  program  for  its  civilian 
employees  is  financed  by  Federal  general  revenues,  although  it  could  be 
argued  that  the  funds  come   from  employees'  wages.    Under  State  workmen's 
compensation  legislation  (which  has  been  enacted  by  all  States)  the  scope, 
duration,  and  financing  mechanism  of  these  benefits  vary  widely  among  the 
States.    In  all  cases,  however,  employers  provide  the  insurance.    It  is 
assumed  here  that  these  employer -financed  insurance  premiums  are  wages  "in 
kind"  for  the  employees.    In  effect,  the  workers  finance  their  own  benefits 
so  that  there  is  no  interstate  shifting.    (It  is  assumed  that  the  effect 
on  the  State  data  of  employees  commuting  from  their  home  State  to  work 
in  another  is  negligible.)   As  a  result,  the  benefits  in  each  State  are 
equal  to  the  costs. 

For  the  Federal  share  ($17  million)  the  benefit-cost  relationships 
are  highly  correlated  to  the  percent  of  the  total  employee  population 
made  up  by  Federal  employees  in  each  State.    Since  the  largest  proportion 
of  Federal  workers  is  in  the  Washington,  D.C.  area,  comprising  over  one- 

in 


third  of  its  labor  force,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  huge  benefit-cost 
ratio  (20.80)  has  been  calculated  for  the  District  of  Columbia.  This 
disproportionately  large  ratio  is  further  inflated  by  the  fact  that  a 
high  proportion  of  the  nearly  313,000  Federal  employees  who  work  in 
Washington,  D.C.  live  in  Maryland  or  Virginia,  and  their  share  of  the 
cost  burden  would  be  allocated  to  their  State  of  residence  rather  than 
to  the  District. 

Other  States  with  high  benefit-cost  ratios  such  as  Utah,  Alaska, 
and  Oklahoma  also  have  large  proportions  of  Federal  employees  in  their 
labor  forces.    Conversely,  in  the  States  with  low  benefit-cost  ratios 
such  as  Connecticut  and  Delaware,  the  proportion  of  the  labor  force 
employed  by  the  Federal  Government  is  well  below  the  national  average. 11/ 

The  interstate  relationships  for  the  Federal  program  in  fiscal  year 
1969  were  not  significantly  different  from  those  in  1966. 

Public  Assistance  (tables  16-21) 

Public  assistance  vendor  medical  payments  are  designed  to  reduce 
financial  barriers  to  health  care  for  needy  people.    Benefit  expenditures 
in  this  category  are  made  under  three  types  of  programs:  categorical 
assistance  (old-age  assistance,  aid  to  families  with  dependent  children, 
aid  to  the  blind,  and  aid  to  the  permanently  and  totally  disabled); 
general  assistance;  and,  as  of  January  1,  1966,  the  Medicaid  program 
(Title  XIX  of  the  Social  Security  Act).    By  1969  the  overwhelming

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proportion  of  the  total  spent  under  public  assistance  medical  programs 
came  from  Medicaid. 

Public  assistance  is  the  largest  government  medical  program  to  be 
financed  out  of  general  revenues.    Except  for  the  relatively  small  amount 
from  general  assistance  which  is  financed  solely  out  of  State  and  local 
funds,  public  assistance  payments  to  medical  vendors  are  made  on  a  Federal-) 
State  matching  basis.    The  matching  arrangements,  as  well  as  the  overall 
benefit  levels,  vary  from  State  to  State,  depending  on  the  type  of  program 
in  effect. 

Just  prior  to  enactment  of  Medicaid,  all  50  States  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  had  vendor-payment  programs  for  medical  care.    A  few  States 
had  such  programs  only  for  recipients  of  old-age  assistance;  many  States 
financed  payments  for  all  recipients  of  money  payments,  regardless  of 
category.    The  scope  of  services  covered  as  well  as  the  eligibility 
requirements  varied  considerably. 

Federal  participation  in  these  categorical  assistance  programs  was 
based  on  a  uniform  percentage  for  an  initial  specified  amount  and  on  an 
income-related  formula  for  additional  amounts.  12/    The  matching  per- 
centage was  inversely  related  to  income  (i.e.,  lower  per  capita  income 
States  received  higher  percentages  of  Federal  participation)  in  order  to 
mitigate  some  of  the  inequities  that  would  result  from  a  uniform  per- 
centage applied  to  all  States  regardless  of  each  State's  ability  to  pay. 


12/  For  specific  matching  arrangements,  see  the  Social  Security  Act, 
sec.~T603(a). 
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However,  the  expenditures  subject  to  matching  arrangements  were  held  to 
a  maximum  by  law.  13/ 

Under  this  matching  arrangement,  the  amount  the  States  received 
depended  on  the  amount  they  initially  allocated  for  vendor  payments  out 
of  their  own  budgets.    This,  in  turn,  depended  on  the  scope  of  services 
offered  and  on  the  number  of  persons  eligible  to  receive  services.  Budget 
limitations  often  kept  States  from  including  all  the  assistance  categories 
among  the  eligible  population.    Poorer  States  could  afford  only  limited 
services,  sometimes  only  institutional  care. 

As  of  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1966,  43  States  still  had  categorical 
vendor-payment  programs  in  operation;  by  the  close  of  fiscal  year  1969, 
only  11  States  still  had  them. 

The  Medicaid  program,  enacted  in  1965,  brought  about  several  signifi- 
cant changes  in  the  existing  vendor-payment  programs.    The  program 
established  a  common  content  of  care  for  all  eligible  persons,  including 
a  minimum  of  five  basic  services,  with  the  option  to  include  various 
additional  services.    It  defined  as  eligible  everyone  receiving  federally 
aided  money  payments  under  any  one  of  the  categorical  assistance  programs, 
with  an  option  to  include  the  "medically  needy."    It  established  standards 
for  Federal  financial  participation— appl icable  to  all  funds  expended  for 
approved  services — which  would  be  related  inversely  to  the  per  capita 


13/  The  only  exception  to  this  was  the  medical  assistance  for  the 
aged"TMAA)  program,  which  provided  for  matching  of  open-end  expenditures 
for  the  care  of  elderly  persons  with  incomes  above  the  old-age  assistance 
standards  but  insufficient  to  meet  the  costs  of  needed  medical  care. 
This  program  is  generally  acknowl edged  to  be  the  precursor  of  Medicaid. 
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income  level  of  each  State  with  the  Federal  contribution  falling  in  the 
50-83  percent  range.    And  finally,  it  established  that  Federal  funds  would 
be  available  on  an  open-end  basis. 

The  Medicaid  program  has  had  the  effect  of  liberalizing  both  eligi- 
bility and  content  of  care  under  public  assistance  medical  programs  across 
the  Nation  with  the  incentive  of  increased  Federal  financial  participation 
accompanying  this  broader  coverage.    As  a  result,  total  outlays  under  pub- 
lic assistance  rose  at  an  average  yearly  rate  of  36  percent  during  fiscal 
years  1966-69. 

A  reimbursement  formula  based  on  per  capita  income — either  as  it 
was  under  categorical  assistance  or  is  now  under  the  much-liberalized 
Medicaid  program— was  designed  to  encourage  all  States  to  expand  their 
medical  care  coverage  of  poor  persons.    In  addition  it  was  designed  to 
reduce  the  inequity  among  the  States  which  results  from  their  varied 
abilities  to  finance  medical  care  services  for  needy  residents.  Federal 
medical  assistance  percentages  effective  during  fiscal  year  1969,  for 
example,  authorized  a  50-percent  Federal  contribution  for  high-income 
States  such  as  New  York,  California,  Michigan,  and  Massachusetts.  In 
contrast,  a  rate  of  83  percent  was  authorized  for  Mississippi,  80.5  per- 
cent for  South  Carolina,  and  79.81  percent  for  Arkansas— all  low-income 
States.    (The  formula  was  supposed  to  encourage  poor  States  to  allocate 
their  own  funds  for  medical  care  with  the  expectation  of  receiving 
approximately  4  Federal  dollars  for  every  dollar  spent  by  the  State. 
High-income  States,  which  presumably  could  more  readily  afford  to  finance 
services  for  the  poor,  were  not  given  as  much  incentive,  with  Federal  and 
State  dollars  matched  1  for  1.) 
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Medicaid's  qoal ,  therefore,  was  to  improve  access  to  and  qualitv  of 
medical  care  for  the  poor  in  all  States.    The  svstem  of  Federal  financial 
incentives  would  be  exnected  to  redistribute  income  since  as  State  Der 
capita  income  decreased,  Federal  assumption  of  the  proqram's  cost 
increased. 

Since  Federal  general  revenues  are  collected  throuqh  more  progressive 
taxes  (mainly  individual  and  corporate  income  taxes)  while  States  rely 
on  less  progressive  sales  and  property  taxes,  an  increased  proportion 
of  Federal  financing  in  low-income  States  was  expected  to  shift  much  of 
the  cost  burden  to  those  more  able  to  pay. 

The  cost  data  for  general  revenues  in  both  years  verify  this 
differinq  incidence  for  the  two  qovernment  sources  of  public  assistance 
funds.    The  cost  of  Federal  Medicaid  proqrams  financed  from  qeneral 
revenues  fell  overwhelminqly  on  the  hiqher  income  States:    durinq  both 
years,  almost  90  percent  of  the  States  in  which  per  capita  cost  incidence 
was  above  the  national  averaqo  for  Federal  pronrams  also  had  hiqher  than 
average  personal  incomes.    On  the  other  hand,  the  cost  burden  of  State 
and  local  programs  was  less  incident  to  high-income  States:  during 
both  years,  onlv  about  60  percent  of  the  States  in  which  oer  capita 
costs  for  State-local  programs  were  above  the  national  average  also  had 
personal  incomes  above  the  averaqe. 

The  followinq  analysis  examines  the  redistributive  effects  of  the 
financial  incentives  provided  by  the  Title  XIX  proqram  by  comparing  the 
cost -benefit  ratios  for  all  the  States  and  compares  the  cost-benefit 
relationships  in  fiscal  year  1966,  when  onlv  a  small  proportion  of  the 
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benefits  were  paid  under  the  Title  XIX  formula,  with  those  relationships 
in  the  later  year,  when  the  large  majority  of  benefits  were  paid  on  this 
basis. 

Federal*— h  substantial  portion  of  Federal  matching  under  the  cate- 
gorical assistance  programs  was  at  a  flat  rate  (up  to  a  per-recipient 
ceiling)  for  all  States  during  fiscal  year  1966.    Consequently,  it  was 
expected  that  Federal  benefit  payments  per  capita  would  not  vary  widely, 
and  some  shifting  from  high-  to  low-income  States  would  take  place  because 
on  the  cost  side,  contributions  are  highly  income-related.    This  shifting 
did  seem  to  take  place,  although  the  pattern  was  not  definite.    Of  the 
17  States  with  per  capita  Federal  costs  above  the  national  average  during 
fiscal  year  1966,  11  had  below-average  benefits.    Conversely,  17  of  the 
33  States  with  below-average  per  capita  costs  had  higher  than  average 
benefits.    A  look  at  the  distribution  of  States  by  benefit-cost  ratios 
and  income  also  confirms  that  some  shifting  occurred  in  favor  of  poorer 
States  during  1966.    In  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  States,  the  bene- 
fit-cost ratio  was  inversely  related  to  personal  income.

As  stated  previously,  by  the  close  of  fiscal  year  1969  most  of  the 
States  had  adopted  Title  XIX  (Medicaid)  programs.    Ninety-three  percent 
of  the  public  assistance  medical  benefit  expenditures  in  that  year  were 
made  under  Medicaid  and  were  subject  to  the  income -based  Federal  medical 
assistance  percentage.    This  formula  represented  a  much  more  concerted 
effort  at  shifting  the  cost  burden  from  rich  States  to  poor  States,  with 
the  Federal  matching  share  increasing  as  State  income  decreased.  The 
reverse,  however,  has  taken  place;  the  large,  high-income  States,  such 
as  New  York  and  California,  spend  so  much  more  than  poorer  States  that 
their  50-percent  Federal  share  is  greater  in  aggreaate  than  the  83- 
percent  share  received  by  the  poorest  States.    During  fiscal  year  1969, 
over  40  percent  of  all  Federal  public  assistance  medical  benefits  went 
to  only  two  States,  New  York  and  California.    These  States  paid  only  about 
23  percent  of  the  costs  of  the  program.    Percentage  distributions  of 
benefit -cost  ratios  by  per  capita  personal  income  reveal  that  the  pro- 
portion of  States  in  which  benefit -cost  ratios  were  inversely  related 
to  income  decreased  from  two-thirds  in  1966  to  less  than  one-half  in 
1969.  14/

14/  Even  if  the  11  States  without  a  Medicaid  program  through  fiscal 
year~T969  are  excluded,  the  proportions  do  not  change  significantly. 
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State  and  local. — Medicaid  snending  by  State  and  local  governments  is 
financed  by  their  general  revenues  so  that  high -income  States  tend  to  fare 
better  than  low-income  States.    The  former  usually  have  greater  revenue  - 
producing  capabilities  and  are  thus  more  likely  to  spend  more.    Since  some 
proportion  of  the  State  and  local  tax  incidence  is  shifted  outside  a  State 
(mostly  through  taxes  on  business  which  are  ultimately  naid  by  consumers) 
the  more  a  State  spends,  the  more  in  absolute  amounts  is  ultimately 
financed  outside  the  State.    Because  of  the  relatively  low  benefit  amounts 
paid  out  of  their  own  funds,  as  well  as  the  assumption  of  part  of  the  cost 
of  other  States'  programs,  the  poorest  States  usually  have  the  lowest 
benefit-cost  ratios. 

As  shown  in  the  following  table,  under  the  State  and  local  Medicaid 
program  in  1966,  the  largest  proportion  of  States  was  concentrated  in  the 
low-income,  low-ratio  quadrant.    A  large  number  of  poor  States  were

apparently  financing  benefits  for  a  relatively  few,  nearly  half  of  which 
were  high-income  States. 

During  1969  this  situation  became  even  more  pronounced.  High-income 
States  were  better  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  incentives  offered  bv  an 
open-ended  Federal  matching  program.    They  spent  more  in  order  to  receive 
more.    Some  of  these  costs  were  exported  to  residents  of  the  lower  income 
States,  yet  these  States  were  unable  or  unwilling  to  take  full  advantage 
of  the  program.    Only  11  States  in  1969  had  benefit-cost  ratios  higher 
than  1.00;  New  York  had  the  highest  benefit-cost  ratio,  1.17.    The  follow- 
ing figures  show  the  distribution  of  States  according  to  benefit-cost 
ratio  and  income.  15/

Nearly  seven-tenths  of  the  States  had  benefit-cost  ratios  related 
positively  to  per  capita  income,  indicating  that  residents  of  low-income 
States  continued  to  subsidize  those  in  high-income  States  even  after 
Medicaid  had  been  widely  adopted. 


15/  Once  again,  exclusion  of  the  non-Medicaid  States  does  not  yield 
any  significant  change  in  these  proportions. 
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Total, — Except  for  medical  assistance  for  the  aged,  the  pre-Medicaid 
vendor-payment  programs  did  not  attempt  to  provide  strong  incentives  for 
poor  States.    The  matching  procedure  did  not  vary  substantially  by  State, 
and  differences  in  amounts  spent  depended  mostly  on  what  each  State  chose 
to  do  on  its  own.    As  a  result,  in  the  pre-Medicaid  period,  higher  income 
States  inevitably  tended  both  to  spend  more  out  of  their  own  funds  and  to 
receive  a  somewhat  higher  amount  of  Federal  matching  (due  to  their  more 
liberal  eligibility  requirements).    However,  cost  incidence  was  also 
greater  for  these  States.    At  the  same  time,  lower  income  States  did  not 
tend  to  spend  above  the  initial  matchable  limit  and  also  provided  benefits 
for  fewer  persons,  thus  receiving  a  lower  aggregate  amount  of  Federal 
matching.    But  cost  incidence  was  also  lower  for  these  States;  overall, 
low-income  States  fared  better  than  high-income  States  in  1966.  More 
than  59  percent  of  the  low-income  States  compared  with  only  33  percent 
of  high-income  States  had  benefit-cost  ratios  of  1  or  more,  as  shown  in 
the  following  figures:

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In  1969,  however,  there  was  a  greater  concentration  of  benefits  in 
fewer  States.    Residents  in  many  States  were  financing  benefits  for  resi- 
dents of  few,  with  New  York  and  California  the  primary  beneficiaries. 
As  a  result,  the  proportion  of  low-income  States  with  benefit-cost  ratios 
greater  than  1.00  dropped  from  59  percent  in  1966  to  only  35  percent  in 
1969.

There  are  a  number  of  reasons  for  these  redistributive  patterns.  The 
main  explanation,  however,  seems  to  be  that  Medicaid's  financial  incentives 
have  rewarded  the  larger,  high-income  States  by  effectively  increasing 
the  Federal  matching  rate  for  their  expenditures  since  the  amounts  eligi- 
ble for  matching  are  no  longer  limited.    Some — if  not  most — of  these 
expenditures  may  have  been  undertaken  without  the  additional  incentives. 
For  these  States,  even  the  minimum  50-percent  Federal  matching  rate  was 
a  vast  improvement  over  previous  arrangements. 

In  contrast,  poor  States  which  had  not  tended  to  provide  extensive 
benefits  prior  to  Medicaid  (and  received  Federal  matching  at  a  high  rate 
for  what  little  they  did  provide)  were  reluctant  to  participate  in  the 
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program,  perhaps  because  they  could  not  afford  to  incur  the  additional 
expenditures  that  would  be  necessary  from  their  own  funds  for  the  manda- 
tory coverage.    Despite  the  attempt  through  the  varying  matching  percent- 
ages to  ease  the  burden  on  the  poor  States,  it  is  in  these  States  that 
the  highest  proportion  of  the  population  is  poor  and  the  greatest  fiscal 
effort  relative  to  the  State's  economy  would  be  reguired  to  provide  health 
benefits. 

To  the  extent  that  the  Medicaid  program  or  any  other  program  operates 
on  a  Federal -State  matching  basis  in  which  the  federally  matchable  amount 
is  open-ended  and  contingent  upon  State  effort,  these  problems  are  likely 
to  exist. 

By  1969,  poor  people's  access  to  medical  care  had  on  the  whole  improved 
under  the  Medicaid  program.    On  a  State-by-State  basis,  however,  the 
financial  incentives  set  forth  in  Title  XIX  had  not  brought  about  a  more 
progressive  income  redistribution.    Rather  than  placing  the  major  cost 
burden  on  those  States  best  able  to  bear  it  for  the  benefit  of  those  less 
able,  it  appears  that  the  shift  was  in  the  other  direction. 

General  Hospital  and  Medical  Care  (tables  22-27) 

Expenditures  for  general  hospital  and  medical  care  amounted  to  $3  billion 
in  1969.    About  94  percent  of  these  outlays  v/ere  disbursed  by  State  and 
local  governments  for  the  operation  of  State-  and  locally  owned  hospitals, 
especially  mental  institutions.    The  remaining  6  percent,j  the  Federal  share, 
provided  hospital  and  medical  services  for  specified  groups  of  benefici- 
aries, primarily  to  Indians  and  to  those  served  by  the  Public  Health 
Service  Commissioned  Corps. 
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The  Federal  share  of  this  program  1s  financed  out  of  general  revenues 
so  that  high-income  States  assume  most  of  the  cost.    Program  benefits 
are  heavily  concentrated  in  States  with  extensive  Public  Health  Service 
and  Indian  health  activities.    Most  States  with  large  numbers  of  Indians 
are  low-income  States  so  that,  except  for  Alaska,  the  highest  benefit-cost 
ratios  in  1969  were  in  low-income  States— New  Mexico,  Arizona,  South  Dakota, 
and  Montana. 

State  and  local  expenditures  for  their  publicly  owned  hospitals  are 
financed  entirely  out  of  State  and  local  revenues.    As  mentioned  earlier, 
high-income  States  tend  to  fare  better  than  low-income  States  in  programs 
financed  from  State  and  local  sources.    Consequently,  of  the  34  States 
with  per  capita  incomes  less  than  the  national  average  in  1969,  residents 
of  seven-tenths  paid  more  toward  the  proqram  than  they  received.  Con- 
versely, of  the  16  States  with  per  capita  incomes  of  average  or  better, 
residents  of  nearly  half  received  more  than  they  paid.

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Department  of  Defense  (tables  28-29) 


The  Defense  Department  provides  hospital  and  medical  services  for 
active  and  retired  military  personnel  and  their  dependents.    Most  services 
are  provided  in  military  installations;  small  amounts  are  funded  by  con- 
tract when  such  institutional  care  is  not  accessible. 

Payments  made  to  military  medical  personnel,  facilities,  or  other 
authorized  civilian  sources  of  care  are  financed  entirely  from  the  general 
revenues  of  the  Federal  Government.    The  amount  spent  in  each  State  depends 
almost  exclusively  on  the  location  and  size  of  its  military  installations. 
Over  three-fourths  of  the  benefits  in  1969  were  received  by  States  in  the 
South  and  West,  with  California  and  Texas  the  highest  recipients.  Benefit- 
cost  ratios  were  greatest— between  4  and  7— in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Colo- 
rado. 

The  Defense  Department's  program  of  hospital  and  medical  services 
only  minimally  influences  a  State  and  its  residents.    The  military  has 
historically  been  considered  the  sole  responsibility  of  the  Federal 
Government.    Most  military  personnel  are  not  legal  residents  of  the  States 
in  which  they  are  located.    The  States,  therefore,  would  not  be  obligated 
to  provide  or  finance  health  care  for  the  military  needy  if  the  Defense 
Department  did  not. 

Maternal  and  Child  Health  (tables  30-35) 

Maternal  and  child  health  is  Federal-,  State-,  and  local -matching 
program  financed  from  the  respective  general  revenues.    The  program  was 
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established  to  provide  and  improve  health  services  for  mothers  and  chil- 
dren, particularly  in  rural  and  lov/-income  areas  where  access  to  care  is 
diminished.    Because  cost  incidence  does  not  fall  heavily  on  the  residents 
of  rural,  low-income  States,  the  proqram  can  be  considered  successful  from 
a  financial  point  of  view.    More  than  one-fourth  of  the  cost  of  maternal 
and  child  health  in  1969  was  borne  by  the  residents  of  New  York,  Califor- 
nia, and  111 i noi s — all  populous  hiah-income  States.    On  the  other  hand, 
the  highest  benefit-cost  ratios  were  in  Wyoming,  Alaska,  South  Dakota, 
South  Carolina,  Mississippi ,  and  Vermont — mostly  low-income,  all  rural 
States. 

The  success  of  this  Drogram  is  largely  due  to  the  structure  of  its 
financing.    Budgeted  Federal  funds  are  apportioned  to  the  States  in  two 
ways.    Fifty  percent  is  distributed  without  matching  requirements  accord- 
ing to  State  financial  need.    The  remaining  50  percent  is  allocated  accord- 
ing to  formulas  which  take  into  account  a  uniform  eligible  population — in 
this  case,  each  State's  proportion  of  live  births  or  children  under  age 
21 — and  the  States  must  match  these  grants  dollar  for  dollar. 

The  financing  structure  of  the  maternal  and  child  health  program  does 
a  great  deal  to  mitigate  the  inequities  that  arise  under  the  Medicaid  match- 
ing arrangement.    By  having  such  fixed  Federal  amounts,  applying  a  uniform 
population  el igibility  requirement,  considering  financial  need,  and  requir- 
ing some  State  effort,  the  program  has  combined  equity  with  political 
acceptability  and  achieved  successful  results  in  terms  of  its  cost  and 
benefit  incidence. 

Both  the  Federal  and  the  State  and  local  portions  of  maternal  and  child 
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health  care  showed  similar  State  distributions  of  cost  incidence  and  bene- 
fit expenditure,  but  the  Federal  portion  had  a  greater  range  in  benefit- 
cost  ratios. 

The  financial  picture  of  maternal  and  child  health  did  not  change 
significantly  from  fiscal  year  1966  to  1969.    The  ratios  in  the  former 
year  were  not  as  high  as  in  the  latter  but  still  favored  the  rural,  low- 
income  States. 

School  Health  (tables  36-37) 

School  health  programs  provide  a  variety  of  health  services  to  students 
in  public  school  systems  and  are  solely  State  and  local  efforts.    The  scope 
of  services  offered  depends  on  the  financial  ability  of  the  various  school 
districts  to  provide  school  health  programs  as  well  as  their  desire  to  do 
so.    Because  these  programs  are  financed  from  State  and  local  revenues, 
the  high-income  States  benefit  the  most. 

As  the  following  table  illustrates,  a  poor  State  was  likely  to  have 
higher  costs  than  benefits  in  1969:

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Almost  three-fourths  of  the  States  with  incomes  below  the  national  average 
had  benefit-cost  ratios  of  less  than  1.00. 

The  converse,  however,  did  not  follow.    States  with  hiqher  incomes 
did  not  necessarily  have  high  benefit-cost  ratios.    Only  half  of  the 
States  with  incomes  hiqher  than  the  national  average  had  benefit-cost 
ratios  exceeding  1.00  in  1969.    This  finding  indicates  that  the  amount  of 
financial  effort  exerted  by  a  State  to  provide  school  health  programs  is 
often  discretionary.    However,  low  resident  per  capita  income  almost 
certainly  means  that  a  State  will  not  choose — or  will  not  be  able— to 
make  an  effort  equal  to  that  warranted  by  the  cost  burden  incurred  by  its 
residents. 

Patterns  illustrated  by  data  for  1969  were  the  same  as  those  for  1966. 
Veterans'  Administration  (tables  38-39) 

The  Veterans'  Administration  (VA)  provides  hospital  and  medical  serv- 
ices   for  veterans  with  service-connected  disabilities  and  for  those 
veterans  with  nonservice-connected  disabilities  who  are  unable  to  pay 
for  care.    Care  is  generally  provided  in  VA  facilities;  and  for  persons 
with  service-connected  disabilities,  it  is  also  provided  on  a  contract 
basis  where  VA  facilities  are  not  available. 

The  VA  health  and  medical  program  is  funded  from  Federal  general 
revenues.    In  fiscal  year  1969,  each  person  in  the  United  States  spent 
an  average  of  $7.18  toward  its  financing.    The  State  variation  in  the 
per  capita  cost  incidence  was  the  same  as  that  of  other  programs  financed 
from  Federal  general  revenues. 
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Benefit  incidence  depends  almost  entirely  on  the  location  of  VA 
facilities.    The  hiqhest  benefits  in  1969  were  in  California  and  New 
York— both  States  with  a  large  number  of  VA  facilities,  with  each  State 
receivinq  about  10  percent  of  total  outlays.    On  a  per  capita  basis, 
however,  the  largest  benefits  were  in  Wyoming  ($21)  and  South  Dakota 
($19);  these  two  States  also  had  the  highest  benefit-cost  ratios,  3.35 
and  3.94,  respectively. 

Such  patterns  of  cost  and  benefit  incidence  in  1969  were  comparable 
to  those  found  in  1966. 

fledical  Vocational  Rehabilitation  (tables  40-45) 

Medical  services  for  disabled  individuals  are  available  throuqh  State 
vocational  rehabilitation  aqencies  with  the  assistance  of  Federal  match- 
inq  grants.    The  source  of  the  Federal  and  State  funds  is  their  respec- 
tive general  revenues.    Federal  outlays  (75  percent  of  the  total)  are 
distributed  according  to  a  State's  population  weighted  by  per  capita  per- 
sonal income.    Therefore,  low-income  States  receive  more  funding  relative 
to  the  size  of  their  population  and  hiqh-income  States  assume  the  qreat- 
est  share  of  the  cost.    States  must  match  one-third  of  the  Federal  out- 
lay. 

Generous  Federal  matching  favorable  to  low-income  States  was  intro- 
duced in  1966  to  encourage  the  orderly  develoDment  of  medical  assistance 
for  handicanped  individuals,  particularly  in  States  that  could  not  other- 
wise afford  the  cost.    Of  the  $123  million  in  total  benefits  for  medical 
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vocational  rehabilitation  in  1969,  nearly  half  was  snent  in  the  South. 
Average  benefits  per  person  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  ($1.12)  v/ere 
double  the  national  average  ($.61)  with  the  highest  per  capita  benefit 
in  West  Virginia  ($2.43).    On  a  State  basis,  virtually  all  of  the  hioh 
per  capita  benefits  were  in  low-income  Southern  States.    The  hiqhest 
benefit-cost  ratios — well  over  1.00  were  also  largely  in  the  low-income 
Southern  States  with  Arkansas  and  West  Virginia  receiving  about  $3  for 
each  $1  contribution. 

The  income  relationship  of  the  program  in  1969  is  shown  in  the 
following  table:

Since    Federal  general  revenues  are  based  on  more  progressive  taxes  than 
State  revenues,  a  program  financed  by  a  large  Federal  share  places  the 
greatest  burden  on  high-income  States.    By  distributing  these  Federal 
funds  according  to  a  formula  that  favors  low-income  States  and  by  not 
"rewarding"  additional  State  effort,  the  financial  arrangement  is  most 
successful  in  aiding  low-income  States. 
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Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  (tables  46-47) 

The  various  health  pronrams  of  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity 
(0E0)  are  financed  by  Federal  grants  which  originate  from  Federal  general 
revenues.    Grants  are  approved  by  the  0E0  for  projects  designed  to  pro- 
vide health  and  medical  care  services  for  the  poor. 

Data  for  1966  and  1969  show  that  0E0  grants  were  allocated  dispro- 
portionately in  favor  of  poorer  States,  with  the  higher  income  States 
bearing  the  heaviest  cost  burden.    In  1969,  for  example,  a  total  of  21 
States  had  benefit-cost  ratios  greater  than  1.00;  in  18  of  these,  per- 
sonal income  was  below  the  national  average.    The  States  with  lowest 
incomes  and  highest  incidences  of  poverty  had  among  the  highest  benefit- 
cost  ratios.    The  following  table  documents  this  for  the  five  lowest 
income  States.

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This  inverse  relationship  between  income  and  benefit-cost  ratio 
did  not  always  hold  true.    Three  States  with  high  benefit-cost  ratios 
(New  York,  Alaska,  and  Massachusetts)  also  ranked  amonq  the  hiqhest 
in  terms  of  income.    But  for  the  most  part,  the  ORG  expenditures  were 
financed  by  higher  income  States  with  low  poverty  incidence.    The  most 
outstanding  example  of  this  was  Connecticut  which  had  the  highest  per 
capita  personal  income  and  the  lowest  incidence  of  poverty.    The  result- 
ing benefit-cost  ratio  was  0.02. 

Summary 

Eleven  different  public  programs  help  finance  personal  health  care. 
These  programs  are  financed  in  a  variety  of  ways,  primarily  through 
general  revenues,  matching  arrangements,  payroll  taxes,  and  combinations 
of  these  mechanisms.    They  pay  benefits  to  a  variety  of  specific  popula- 
tion groups,  such  as  low-income,  aged,  military,  and  the  employed. 

For  most  programs,  the  "who  pays"  was  not  an  issue  in  the  design  of 
the  program  and  no  attempt  was  made  to  restructure  the  income  distribu- 
tion of  the  general  population.    Benefits  were  hiqhest  in  States  where 
the  targeted  population  was  greatest.    Under  programs  financed  by 
Federal  neneral  revenues — the  most  proqressive  financial  arrangement — 
costs  were  highest  in  States  where  personal  income  was  greatest.  Under 
programs  financed  by  State  and  local  general  revenues — generally  regres- 
sive in  nature— the  cost  burden  was  relatively  greater  in  low-income 
States. 

For  programs  designed  to  take  into  account  the  "who  pays"  and  aid 
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the  lower  income  States,  Medicaid  was  the  least  successful.    The  Federal- 
State  matching  arrangement  rewarded  additional  State  effort,  and  thus, 
States  most  able  to  spend  money  received  the  most.    As  a  result,  residents 
of  many  States  financed  benefits  for  residents  of  few,  with  low-income 
States  in  general  paying  more  than  they  received.    The  matching  programs 
that  were  more  successful  set  fixed  limits  on  what  the  Federal  Government 
would  match  and  distributed  additional  Federal  funds  on  the  basis  of  nro- 
gram-oriented  factors  such  as  eligible  population. 
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APPENDIX 

Method  of  Allocating  Expenditures  and  Costs 


For  each  Dublic  program  discussed  in  this  report,  the  benefits  and 
costs  were  distributed  by  State.    The  benefit  incidence  for  fiscal  year 
1966  and  1969  was  obtained  from  the  Social  Security  Administration  re- 
port, Personal  Health  Care  Expenditures  by  State 3  Volume  1 — Public  Funds, 
1966  and  1969.    In  order  to  distribute  the  costs  by  State,  first  the  source 
of  financing  for  each  program  was  identified.    Second,  for  federally 
funded  programs,  the  amount  spent  by  each  program  was  distributed  among 
the  taxes  financing  it  according  to  the  relative  importance  of  the  tax 
to  the  total.    For  example,  if  a  tax  represented  10  percent  of  all  Federal 
general  revenues,  it  was  assumed  to  represent  10  percent  of  the  cost  of 
a  program  financed  by  general  revenues.    The  various  taxes  financing  a 
program  were  then  distributed  by  State  according  to  where  the  burden  of 
payment  rested. 

For  some  taxes,  such  as  the  individual  income  tax,  the  incidence  rests 
on  the  persons  from  whom  they  are  collected.    For  many  taxes,  however, 
the  incidence  is  shifted  from  those  paying  the  tax  to  others  in  the 
form  of  higher  prices  of  goods,  lower  wages,  etc.    For  example,  a  prop- 
erty   tax  on  a  factory  is  originally  paid  by  the  factory  owner;  but 
undoubtedly,  some,  if  not  all,  is  ultimately  paid  by  the  consumer  in 
the  form  of  higher  prices  for  the  factory  product.    If  the  owner  lives 
in  one  State  and  the  consumers  in  another,  a  portion  of  the  tax  must 
be  shifted  to  the  State  in  which  the  consumers  reside. 
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Although  economists  usually  agree  on  which  taxes  are  subject  to 
shifting,  they  do  not  always  agree  on  the  direction  or  degree,  all  of 
which  ultimately  determine  on  whom  the  tax  burden  falls.    For  some  taxes, 
such  as  the  State  severance  tax,  which  produces  only  2  Dercent  of  State 
revenues,  the  amounts  are  too  small  for  alternative  methods  of  shifting 
to  make  much  difference.    For  others,  however,  the  incidence  theory  employed 
does  affect  the  State  distribution.    For  example,  the  incidence  of  the 
corporation  tax  may  be  shifted  backward  to  owners  of  capital  or  to  labor; 
or  forward  to  consumers  in  higher  prices  for  qoods;  or,  as  this  paper 
has  assumed,  in  some  combination  of  these.    In  this  case  the  assumption 
employed  does  make  a  difference  since  the  high-income  States  bear  rela- 
tively more  of  the  burden  of  a  tax  on  capital  than  of  a  tax  which  increases 
product  costs.    Since  there  is  often  no  concrete  evidence  supporting  one 
assumption  over  another,  those  used  here  v/ere  basically  judgmental. 

The  incidence  assumptions  employed  here  were  assumed  not  to  vary  by 
State,  although  there  may,  in  fact,  be  some  differences.    For  example, 
the  portion  of  corporation  or  property  tax  revenues  that  come  from  non- 
manufacturing  business  establishments  are  not  exported  since  such  establish- 
ments generally  serve  the  local  communities  of  which  they  are  a  part. 
This  portion  differs  by  State,  but  is  too  small  to  have  much  impact  on 
the  State  distribution  of  general  revenues  as  a  whole;  therefore  it  was 
not  treated  separately.    In  another  case,  if  a  State  has  a  relatively  high 
tax  rate,  competition  outside  the  State  may  preclude  passing  all  the  tax 
forward  in  the  price  of  the  product,  as  this  paper  assumed.    The  data  are 
not  available  to  permit  accounting  for  these  differences  and  they  probably 
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are  not  significant  to  the  overall  distribution. 

For  programs  financed  by  State  and  local  funds,  the  State  and  local 
shares  were  computed  separately.    In  both  cases,  the  program  outlay  in 
each  State  was  distributed  among  the  taxes  financing  it  according  to  the 
relative  amount  of  the  individual  tax  to  the  total  amount.    The  pro- 
gram contributions  of  each  tax  were  then  summed  and  the  total  for  the  tax 
was  redistributed  by  State  according  to  its  incidence.    For  example,  for 
each  State,  the  amount  spent  for  maternal  and  child  health  care  was 
distributed  among  the  tax  collections  comprising  each  State's  general 
revenues.    If  the  property  tax  represented  10  percent  of  a  State's 
general  revenues  and  that  State  spent  $100,000  for  maternal  and  child 
health  care,  then  $10,000  was  assumed  to  come  from  the  property  tax. 
All  property  taxes  contributing  to  maternal  and  child  health  care  were 

summed,  and  the  total  redistributed  according  to  the  property  tax  inci- 
dence theory  assumed  here. 

General  revenues, — The  largest  share  of  the  government  health  dollar-- 
70    percent  in  1969 — was  financed  through  general  revenues,  either  from 
Federal,  State,  or  local  sources  or  some  combination  of  these.  "General 
revenues"  are  a  composite  of  a  number  of  individual  taxes.    The  incidence 
theories  assumed  for  each  tax  comprising  Federal  general  revenues  were 
those  used  by  the  Tax  Foundation,  Inc.    The  allocation  by  State  of  Federal 
general  revenues  is  shown  in  table  B.    Tables  C  through  F  present  the 
incidence  theories  and  data  sources  employed  for  the  respective  general 
revenues  of  Federal,  State,  and  local  governments.

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As  discussed  previously,  there  are  a  few  taxes  where  the  incidence 
is  in  dispute,  and  the  outcomes  determined  by  different  methods  of 
allocation  would  vary  significantly.    The  two  taxes  most  widely  disputed 
and  discussed  are  the  corporation  tax  and  property  tax. 

The  incidence  of  the  corporate  income  tax  seems  to  be  the  least 
clear-cut.    There  are  several  theories  as  to  where  the  final  incidence 
of  this  tax  rests.    (See  references  1-14,  pp.  89-90.)    Some  economists 
believe  that  the  corporation  tax  is  not  shifted  at  all;  some  argue  that 
all  of  the  burden  is  shifted  forward  to  the  consumer;  others  contend  that 
it  is  a  tax  on  corporate  capital;  others  maintain  that  it  is  a  tax  on 
owners  of  capital  generally;  and  still  others  believe  some  is  passed 
backward  to  employees.    A  number  of  economists  assert  that  some 
combination  of  the  above  theories  more  accurately  reflects  the  incidence 
of  the  corporation  tax.    For  this  report,  it  was  assumed  that  the  burden 
was  divided  equally  between  capital  in  general  (measured  by  property 
income)  and  consumers  (measured  by  personal  income). 

The  major  incidence  theories  for  the  property  tax  state  that  (1) 
the  tax  is  borne  entirely  by  the  owners  of  property  and  not  shifted; 
(2)  the  tax  on  residences  is  not  shifted,  and  that  on  businesses  is 
shifted  forward  to  consumers;  and  (3)  only  that  portion  of  the  tax  on 
businesses  that  is  not  on  land  is  shifted  forward.    Other  theories  pur- 
port that  varying  proportions  of  the  tax  on  business  are  shifted.  For 
this  report,  the  second  theory  was  assumed,  and  personal  income  was 
used  as  a  measure  of  the  consumer  burden.    (See  references  15-18, 
p.  90.) 
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Payroll  taxes  and  premium  payments, — The  hosnital  insurance  (HI)  pro- 
gram under  Medicare  is  financed  on  a  self-supporting  basis  through  a  tax 
on  a  portion  of  current  earnings  paid  by  employees,  employers  and  self- 
employed  persons.    The  State  distribution  of  the  employee  and  self-employed 
contributions  was  derived  from  the  Social  Security  Bulletin,  "Annual 
Statistical  Supplement,"  1%3  and  1969  issues.    For  the  employer  contri- 
bution, there  is  considerable  controversy  over  the  method  of  distribution. 
(See  references  13-14,  19-29,  pp.  90-91  .)    Some  economists  theorize  that 
the  employer  tax  is  passed  on  to  the  consumer  in  the  form  of  higher  prices 
for  goods;  others  assume  that  the  tax  is  passed  back  to  the  employee  in 
the  form  of  lower  wages;  and  still  others  assume  that  the  tax  is  passed 
forward  and  backward  in  some  combination  of  the  first  two  theories.  It 
was  assumed  in  this  analysis  that  the  employee  bears  the  entire  burden 
of  the  tax.    Thus,  the  employer  contribution  was  distributed  by  State 
according  to  the  distribution  o*  the  employee  share. 

The  supplementary  medical  insurance  (SHI)  program  under  Medicare  is 
financed  through  monthly  premium  payments  paid  by  enroll ees  and  matched 
by  the  Federal  Government.    Premium  pavments  were  distributed  by  State 
according  to  the  distribution  of  SMI  enrollees.    The  matching  share  paid 
by  the  Federal  Government  comes  from  Federal  general  revenues  and  was 
distributed  accordingly.    Table  F  shows  the  State  allocation  of  each 
source  of  Medicare  financing.
